Jeff Elbel recites the date so quickly you’d think it’s his birthday: Dec. n, 1984. 

But it’s not. 

That was the day Elbel saw his first live U2 concert, at the Aragon in Chicago. 

“My memory is a weird thing,” said Elbel, 42. “Big gaps from my youth seem to be missing. But 
I can vividly picture Edge playing the jagged intro to ‘Wire’ at the Aragon. It was like lightning 
straight through my spine.” 

An electrified Elbel has missed only one U2 tour since— 1992’s Zoo TV— and his streak will 
continue Sunday, when the Wheaton resident sees the second of the band’s two highly anticipated 
concerts at a slightly larger venue— Soldier Field. (Saturday’s show is a sellout, though as of Friday 
afternoon, tickets remained for Sunday’s concert.) 

The 360 Tour, named for the 360-degree views of Bono, Edge, Larry Mullen and Adam Clayton 
that the colossal stage provides for fans, was a sensation in Europe and kicks off the North 
American leg with this weekend’s two-night stand at Soldier Field. 

How great is the anticipation? Mark Souce, 35, told RedEye he plans to drive 865 miles to 
witness Sunday’s show. 

“It’s all about the fans,” Souce said by phone from his hometown of Winnipeg, Canada. 
“It’s like everyone’s one.” 

Even by U2’s standard, the 360 Tour reaches a truly epic scale. Here’s a look at five key elements 
of the band and the tour, kent green is a redeye special contributor. 
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THE STAGE 

Imagine a massive metal eagle grabbing a foot- 
ball stadium in its talons, and you’ve got a pretty 
good idea of the 360 Tour’s setup. Informally 
dubbed “The Claw,” the stage is so big that only 
sports stadiums can contain it— well, some of 
them can. Cowboys Stadium near Dallas will 
raise its enormous scoreboard next month 
to accommodate the 164-foot-tall rig. The 
Claws— there are three of them that leapfrog 
from venue to venue— weigh about 180 tons 
each and take about a week to assemble. 

THE BAND 

These guys are busy! Bono and guitarist The 
Edge have written the score for a musical about 
Spider-Man. However, despite the big names 
behind it, “Spider-Man: Turn Off the Dark” 
has run into financial trouble and temporarily 
has suspended production, according to The 
Village Voice. If the musical makes it to the 
stage, the show would follow the superhero’s 
origin story, with slight changes from the movie 
and comic book, Bono told the BBC. Edge has 
said the production will be almost opera-like, 
and actress Evan Rachel Wood has been tapped 
to play Peter Parker’s love interest, Mary Jane 
Watson. Edge also is featured in the recently 
released documentary “It Might Get Loud,” 
along with fellow guitar icons Jimmy Page and 
Jack White. 


THE PAYOFF 

What recession? On March 30, U2 sold more 
than 65,000 tickets to Saturday’s concert, 
which will set a single-day attendance record 
for Chicago, according to promoter Live 
Nation. That same day, organizers made the 
no-brainer decision to add a Sunday show. 
And U2 fever extends well beyond Chicago. 
All 24 European shows on this tour sold out, 
grossing more than $188 million, Billboard 
reported. With more dates expected to be 
added in 2010, the music mag suggests the 
360 Tour could top the Rolling Stones’ 2005- 
07 A Bigger Bang Tour ($558 million) as the 
highest-grossing in history 


THE TUNES 

We wish we could tell you which songs U2 will 
perform this weekend, but not even Oprah is 
that powerful. Instead, we’ll turn to the set lists 
from the band’s European leg of the tour for some 
clues. The band has been kicking off the shows 
with new songs such as “Get On Tour Boots” 
and “Magnificent” before blending in some clas- 
sics, according to u2gigs.com, a database of U2 
shows. Other live staples have been “I Still Haven’t 
Found What I’m Looking For,” “Mysterious 
Ways,” “One” and “Where the Streets Have No 
Name.” Each night’s encore in Europe was the 
same: “Ultraviolet,” “With or Without Tou” and 
“Moment of Surrender.”

Thanks to TV and movies, Snow 
Patrol has been operating in a flur- 
ry of activity The Scottish rock- 
ers, who will open both shows this 
weekend for U2, got major play on 
U.S. radio with “Chasing Cars” in 
2006 after the song appeared on 
“Grey’s Anatomy” Another episode 
of the drama used “Somewhere a 
Clock is Ticking,” and “Signal Fire” 
was featured on the “Spider-Man 
3” soundtrack. So will Snow Patrol 
properly warm up Chicago’s U2 
audience? If it means anything, U2 
fan sites gave the Scots generally 
positive reviews for their perfor- 
mances in Europe.

Meet Dave March 

To promote its most recent album, “No Line on the Horizon,” the band played for five 
consecutive nights on the “Late Show with David Letterman.” The Edge even dropped 
some improv comedy skills while reading No. 5 on the “Top 10 Things U2 Has Learned 
Over The Years”: “Cool name: The Edge. Uncool name: Sting,” he said, cracking up the 
audience. (The line was supposed to be, “Uncool name: The Itch.”) 


Super band Feb. 3 2002 

Just a few months after the Sept. 11 terror attacks, the Irish 
band paid tribute to the victims in what Sports Illustrated 
earlier this year called the greatest Super Bowl halftime 
show ever. During a medley of “Where the Streets Have No 
Name” and “MLK,” names of the victims scrolled across a 
massive video screen. At the end, Bono revealed a stars- 
and-stripes pattern on the inside of his coat.

Destiny’s child

The scene: Most often, brunch is 
a neighborhood affair. You're there 
to catch up Math friends. Maybe yon 
just got out of bed, or maybe you're 
miming late. None of this e ncourages 
a trek across town for yet another 
variation on brioche French toast. But 
every notv and again, a brunch comes 
along that's more like dinner. Ids a 
destination. 

That's Nightwood s brunch. You 
might say it's destiny The month-old 
brunch co mes from royal lineage. A 
Sunday-morning sea t at Nightwoorfs 
Logan Square sibling, Lula Cafe, 
is among the most sought-after in 
town. But despite its impressive ties, 
Nightwood sidesteps Lula's shadow, 
offering its own brand of brunch fare 
in a more sophisticated setting. 

Whether you're lucky enough to 
live in Pilscn or Nightwood truly is 
a destination in the get-in-your-car- 
and-drivc sense of the word, you’ll be 
in good company on Sunday morn- 


ing—* the sunny corner dining room 
nears capacity at the peak of service. 
For now the semi-enclosed outdoor 
dining area distributes the crowd 
nicely When cooler weather sets in, 
we expect a wait. 

The cuisine: Chef de cuisine Jason 
Vincent makes the most of seasonal 
ingredients, so the brunch menu 
changes a bit from week to week, 
though not as dramatically as die din- 
ner menu, which changes nightly. 

That means you can come back 
again and again for the chicken and 
waffles ($T2), an execution so original 
we forgot we’re nearly over the chick- 
en-and-wa files trend. The succulent 
chicken wings have a crisp but nearly 
grease less exterior seasoned ro play off 
sweet vanilla creme anglaisc and soft 
waffles. On our visit, the dish took 
sweet and tart accents from stone 
fruit compote and candied cashews. 

You'll also want to return for the 
corned beef hash ($12), a shallow bowl 
of house-made corned beef and diced 



potatoes luxuriating in light cream 
sauce, crowned with two poached 
eggs and served with a hunk of crusty 
baguette. The only thing that pulled 
us away from the important task of 
sopping up every last bit of flavor with 
that baguette was the house bloody 
mary ($8), a rough, spicy concoction 
that delivered more than our usual 
daily allotment of vegetables. 

Like so many things at Nightwood, 
the most unassuming dishes are those 


you remember most. A single choco- 
late glazed doughnut ($4) left a lasting 
impression, so light and sweet that 
it melted away as we bit into it. Our 
server let slip that the kitchen's exper- 
imenting with maple -bacon dough- 
nuts— and that's ail the additional 
encouragement you should need to 
make Nightwood a destination.

I’ve accepted the possibility that 
HBO may never again create a TV 
series with either the dramatic depth 
of “The Sopranos” or the insightful 
social criticism of “The Wire.” But as 
long as the pay-cable network keeps 
airing original, first-rate productions 
like “The No. i Ladies’ Detective 
Agency” it will remain essential to 
discerning viewers. 

Out on DVD this week, “The 
No. i Ladies’ Detective Agency: 

The Complete First Season” is a 
comedy-drama set in the land- 
locked Southern African nation of 
Botswana and based on the best- 
selling novels of Alexander McCall Smith. The 
central figure in the series, whose seven episodes 
ran on HBO in the spring, is Precious Ramotswe 
(played by the Grammy-winning American jazz/ 
R&B singer Jill Scott), a novice detective lacking in 
experience but guided by intelligence, acute pow- 
ers of observation, a sly wit, a big heart and general 


good sense. After her beloved father dies, 
she uses her inheritance to purchase a small, 
dilapidated building in a shopping center on 
the outskirts of Gaborone, Botswana’s capi- 
tal city, and sets up her practice. 

The pilot and the subsequent episodes 
reflect its creators’ love for Botswana and its 
people. McCall admits, in the DVD docu- 
mentary “Botswana: The Gem of Africa,” that 
his books’ depiction of Botswanan society 
is “slightly idealized.” And Minghella, inter- 
viewed in the behind-the-scenes DVD docu- 
mentary ‘Anthony Minghella’s No. i Film,” 
enthusiastically expresses his admiration for 
“this incredible country and its peacefulness, 
its decency, big-heartedness and friendliness.” 

Although “The No. i Ladies’ Detective 
Agency” occasionally drifts into too-cute 
territory— particularly in its overdone depiction of 
secretary Grace’s awkwardness and naivete— the 
series maintains a high standard of writing, produc- 
tion values and performance. According to an HBO 
spokesperson, the network has not yet decided 
whether it will produce additional episodes of the 
series. Here’s one enthusiastic vote for a Season 2.

Dress your floor 
in style, on budget 

Situation: I need a decent rug and I don't want to overpay. 

Solution: Understand rug sizes and materials, and know where to look 
for deals. 

Choosing an area rug can be intimidating. You might be nervous about 
what size rug to get, whether it will go with your furniture or how 
you're going to pay for it. Relax, and read through these pointers for a 
few tips on shopping without getting the you-know-what pulled out 
from under you. 

Choose a rug that's large enough to define a zone In your home. 

A 4-by-6-foot rug usually is big enough to anchor a coffee table, but if 
you want a rug that will surround your sofa and chairs, you might need 
one that measures 8 by n. A good rule of thumb is to find a rug that 
covers about a foot of space around the perimeter of your furniture. 

Balance Is key to selecting a rug color. If your walls and furniture tend 
to be bold, look for a more neutral rug to tone down the room. If your 
living room is beige and bland, use a colorful, patterned rug to create 
some contrast. 

Apa rt from the size, the material you choose will have the greatest 
effect on cost. Natural libers such as jute and sea grass generally arc 
the cheapest (and coarsest), followed by cotton and synthetics. 

Wool is pricier, but very durable and resilient. Silk is one of the most 
expensive and luxurious options. 

If you’ve got only a couple hundred dollars to spend on a large rug, 

try Dash & Albert (dashandalbert.com) lor cotton, overstock.com 
for wool, and West Elm (westelm.com) for natural fiber rugs. 

Check out FLOR (flor.com) for synthetic modular carpet tiles that 
can be combined to form a larger area rug. Fora big selection of 
discounted carpets online, try rugsusa.com.
